Turner ended his talk by turning toward 
the future and the delicate situation the in- 
dustrial economies find themselves in today, 
with a combination of heavy dependence on 
oil, a concentration of oil supplies in the. 
Middle East, and a coming decline in oil 
production. 

Any perturbation in the political situation 
of any major oil producer will inevitably send 
shock waves throughout the western world 
and Japan. Soon Russia, too, will find that its 
need for oil is exceeding its own production. 
We are entering an era of sensitive political * 
interdependence, according to the CIA’s top 
man.
